Admissibility of Confes- 


sions as Evidence Hinges 
on Fact or Fantasy of 
Silhouettes. 


WATER DID NOT COOL 
CRIME-HOT BRAIN 


Youthful Intellectual 
Broke Into Cold Sweat 
of Fear as Shapes Re- 
enacted Tragedy.

Chicago, June §.—Grotesque shad- 
ows flickered across a frosted glass 
pane on a door in the office of the 
state’s attorney, while a few feet 
away, in a darkened room, Richard 
Loeb cringed in his chair, watched 
the gyrating phantoms and with in- 
creasing frequen::2 called for water. 

Did these iigures that re-enacted 
the slaying of 13-year-old Robert 
Franks by Loep and Nathan Leopold, 
Jr., exist only in Loeb’s imagination? 

Or was there a play of shadows ac- 
tually taking place on the glass door 
pane in the office of State’s Attorney 
Crowe the morning of May 31, a play 
carefully staged Ly men of long ex- 
perience in breaking down defiance by 
awakening fear? 

Shadows cf Substance. 
On the reality or unreality of those 


evoked depends the admissability in 
court of the confessions Loeh and 
j.eopold’ made. And for the first 
time, from a source close to both the 
state’s attorney and the Loeb and 
Leopold families, there has come a 
story of what really happened durinz 
the hours the two youthful intellec- 
tuels sat im darkness and reflected on 
the crime they had admitted. If 
Clarence Darrow, the defending coun: 
sei, is able to prove that third degree 
methods were used to elicit the con- 
fessions, they probably will not be 
admitted as evidence, he points out. 

But, if Loeb or Leopold simply 
imagined that they saw strange and 
copstantly changing shapes re-enact 
ing the killing of the Franks boy, the 
confessions are admissable ag eyi- 
derce. 

Darrow Has Two Cards. 

Darrow is by no means anxious te 
have the confessions introduced in 
court. According to one of his &- 
sociates, he plans two moves: one to 
have the confessions thrown out: the 
other an insanity plea. However. if 
he is unable to obtain proof that 
duress was used on the two youths 
he will confine -bis fight to saye thein 
from the gallows to an effort to have 
them declared insane. ¢ 

The hectic days that followed the 
arrest and confessions of Loeb ana 
leopold have not afforded the state's 
attorney and the police much time to 
attend to trial preparation and all 
day Sunday a lIerge staff worked, 
pouring over stenographic records of 
the boys’ confessions, making notes. 
and looking through law books. And 
on Monday the grand jury will re- 
sume hearing evidence on the Franks 
case. Crowe will call more than 200 
witnesses at the resumption of the ir- 
quiry. They will be persons whe 
were associated in many different ca- 
pacities with Loeb or Leonold dur- 
ing the last two years, 

Hopes to Get Death I’enalty. 

Through this phase of the inauiry 
the state’s attorney hopes to estab- 
lish an airtight case, a hanging case

4 Guard Homes of Families. 

And while the state’s attorney’s 
staff was busy Sunday strengthening 
the case on which Crowe hopes to 
send Loeb and Leopold to the gallows, 
the authorities took action to pro- 
tect the boys’ families from cranks. 

Two details of six men each were 
sent from police headquarters to the 
homes of Nathan Leopold, Sr., and 
Albert H. Loeb. So many tbkreaten- 
ing letters had been received by them 
that the police decided to guard them 
against possible attack. 

As an additional precaution a 
close watch is being kept on all mail 
and packages delivered at the Leopold 
and Loeb homes. Loeb admitted Sun- 
day night that he had received letters 
containing a threat that his home 
would be blown up. 

Experts Are Called. 

Typewriter experts were called to 
the state’s attorney's office Sunday 
night to Jook over the battered port- 
able machine on which Leopold and 
Loeb typed their letter to Jacob 
Franks demanding $10,000 ransom 
after they had kidnaped his son. The 
machine was found in the lagoon at 
Jackson park, in the exact spot where 
Loeb, in his confession, said he had 
thrown it. A force of workmen who 
had been dragging the lake bottom 
found the typewriter Saturday after- 
noon, shortly after Crowe: had made 
the text of Loeb’s confession public. 
Crowe also had electrical experts in- 
spect the flashlight which Loeb and 
Leopold used the night they tucked 
Franks’ body into a culvert. 

Find More Evidence. 


Additional bits of evidence corro- 
borating the confessions were found 
Sunday by detectives. In the Morri- 
son hotel the police found the book- 
laden suitcase abandoned by Loeb 
after he went there to establish a 
temporary residence and fictitious 
identity just before the kidnaping. 
The books were: Bancroft’s “History 
of the United States,” Madison’s “The 
Journal of Constitutional Conven- 
tions,” “The Influence of Wealth in 
Imperial Rome,” by Davis. sand 
Frank’s “Economic History of Rome.” 

Two handwriting experts assisted 
photographers Sunday to take pic- 
tures of every bit of handwriting of 
either Loeb or Leopold that Crowe’s 
investigators have been able to find. 
Pictures were made of the identifica- 
tion cards the two youths signed 
when they rented the murder car, 
deposit slips made out at the Hyde 
Park State hank by TLeopold, the 
signature of Martin T. Ballard, which 
Loeb wrote when registering at the 
Morrison hotel, the printed address 
on the ransom letter and a number 
of notes.

Many republican leaders think the 
house of representatives as now con- 
stituted might not under such cir- 
cumstances be able to elect a presi- 
dent. The situation there is favor- 
able to a prolonged deadlock. But 
no such situation exists as to the 
vice presidency. 

The makers of the constitution pro- 
vided safeguards against such a con- 
tingency. -After one ballot all but 
the two receiving the highest and 
next highest number of ballots are 
automatically eliminated and a_ vice 
president is certain to be elected on 
the next ballot. If the house has not 
elected a president by March 4, the 
rice president stepa into the vacancy. 

An Unusual Situation. 

Thus there is the possibility that 
the major parties in selecting their 
candidates for vice president, or a 
third party for that matter, may in 
fact name a president. 

Meantime the Dawes people renew- 
ed their efforts. The boom for Sen- 
ator Curtis, of Kansas, showed a good 
deal of activitt. Word came from 
Washington that Senator Borah, of 
Idaho, who had flatly said he would 
not accept the nomination, was un- 
decided whether he might not recon- 
sider.

Times have changed. We 
drifted from the channel-course of 
democracy and are today rocking 
upon the shoals of a narrow patti- 
sanship that is more in keeping with 
the middle ages than with the spirit 
of free America. 

Some weeks ago, in the course of 
an address, Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler, president of Columbia uni- 


versity, described the abuses of the 
18th amendment and advocated its 
repeal. 

Instantly he became the subject 
of bitter denuniciation and inflamed 
and intemperate attacks from all 
sections of the country. 

Two officials of the Anti-Saloon 
league demanded his dismissal; 
some of the pulpit-politicans most 
bitterly abused him; and some of 
the more fanatical of his attackers 
urged that he be publicly disgraced. 

A weaker man might have suc- 
cumbed under the barrage. 

What does it mean? 

It matters not that we are pro- 
hibitionists or anti-prohibitionists, 
university presidents or hod-car- 
riers, so long as we obey the laws of 
our land, uphold the constitution 
ind properly exercise the constitut- 
2d privileges of American citizen- 
ship, is there any law, statutory or 
fundamental, that denies to us the 
right of orderly expression, or that 
licenses another to abuse, villify 
and disgrace us because we have an 
honest conviction and the courage 
to express it? That is democracy. 
Short of that is autocracy—or nearer 
anarchy. 

Is it not true that the tendency 
toward group intolerance in this 
country has created a condition of 
political hypocrisy that is tearing 
at the morals, as well as at the ma- 
terial welfare of the people? 

Racial and religious prejudices are 
destroying among members of con- 
gress today, mostly through intiml-

We 
all know it. It is a condition where 
the expediencies of cheap politics 
have mastered the wisdom of great 
statesmanship; but uttering a truism 
does not rectify a condition. It is 
up to the people.

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| HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


SECOND WIND. 

Every real boy knows what second 
wind is. The athlete who is well 
trained gets his second wind just 
about the time the poorly trained 
runner drops out “winded,” about 
three minutes after the start of a 
race, in the third quarter mile stretch. 
It’s a grand and glorious feeling, if 
I may borrow the expression of Mr. 
Briggs. It is a sudden relief from 
the distress of agony of breathless- 
ness, the movements of the chest and 
belly being suddenly freed of seem- 
ing restraint and amplified, the ex- 
cursions of the diaphragm being in- 
creased, and the _ ventilation of the 
blood by the lungs being consequent- 
Ty improved. At the time of second 
wind the right ventricle of the heart, 
which pumps blood to the lungs, ex- 


pands or dilates sufficiently to accom- 
modate the increased volume of blood 
being pumped. It is right here that 
the vital question of athletic training 
in youth intrudes itself. If the 
athlete has been intelligently trained, 
under the control and direction of 
a scientifie physical director and not 
the uneducated amateur or profes- 
sional “trainer,” that too often holds 
such a post, the heart is hyper- 
trophied and the enlarged heart mus- 
cle is free to recover from. the stretch- 
ing or dilation. 
heart muscle lacks this vitality essen- 
tial capacity and the youth who un- 
dertakes such contests with the -in- 
adequate training which the quack 
“trainer” gives, endangers his whele 
future health and career. 

No boy of high school age should 
ever be permitted to enter a mile 
race or even a 440-yard or 400 meter 
race, for these are tests of a man’s 
endurance and the most careful train- 
ing is necessary for safety, to say 
nothing of success in such contests, 
and rarely can the growing boy have 
the physical training these tests de- 
mand without risk of impairing his 
genaral vitality. We must not lose 
sight of the most important thing in 
youth—growth and development—and 
it is most unwise to divert a boy's 
energy to other and minor pursuits 
during this period of his life. DPhys- 
ical education he should have, every 
day of his life, compulsory physical 
training as a requisite for promotion 
from grade to grade in school. But 
let it be intelligent physical training, 
under the undivided direction of the 
health and physical instructors in 
the school. 

Second wind and endurance are 
mainly questions of the development, 
enlargement and physiological dilata- 
bility of the heart. Of course other 
factors enter into the question of 
second wind. It isn’t wholly a mat- 
ter of furnishing more oxygen to the 
blood. Inhalations of oxygen fro 
a tank afford only partial or tem- 
porary. relief to the - breathlessness 
brought on by severe exertion. Prob- 
ably there is some reaction on the 
part of the adrenal glands, whose in- 
ternal secretion of hormone has an 
effect in the blood and tissues com- 
parable with the spark in a gasoline 
engine—inereases oxidation or com- 
bustion. The role of the adrenal sys- 
tem is an important one in athletie 
training and in contests of speed and 
endurance. Like the development and 
safe dilatabilitg of the heart, it is 
probably subject to intelligent train- 
in. 

The short races, sprints, tests of 
speed but not of endurance, are the 
kind for hich school boys to enter.

Dies in Hospital

Savannah, Ga., June 8.—A. Lamar 
Poindeyter, proprietor of the Tybee 
hotel, died at 4 o’clock this morning 
at a local hospital from a gunshot 
wound inflicted on the morning of 
May 30, by Bernard Rawls, night 
clerk of the hotel. In an argument 
following Rawls’ discharge from 
Poindexter’s service, the latter was 


shot at twice, one bullet being de- 
flected and the second entering his 
abdomen. 

Improvement during the week gave 
indications of Poindexter’s recovery, 
but a rapid decline beginning yester- 
day afternoon resulted in death. An 
x-ray showe@ the bullet imbedded. in 
his back. A charge of murder against 
Rawls has been made by the authori- 
ties, he having been confined in jail 
without bail awaiting the outcome of 
Poindexter’s wound.

Methodism Has Ceased,” 
Emory Man Declares .in 
Macon Address. 


ATLANTA CONGREGATION 
FAVORS UNIFICATION, 

The. congregation of the Wes- 
ley Memorial chureh Sunday 
morning went on record as favor- 
ing unification of the northern 
and southern Methodist branches. 
The vote was 150 to 7. 

The subject was brought up by 
Dr. Marvin Williams, pastor, who 
preached a strong sermon on the 
unification proposal, giving rea- 
sons why this action should be 
taken. He then asked his congre- 
gation to take a vote. 


Macon, Ga., June 8.—(Special.)— 


The reason for the disunion of Meth- 
odism has long since ceased and no 
one who really understands the plan 
of unification of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church with the Methodist Epis- 
eopal Church, South, and who realizes 
what the union will mean can con- 
scientiously vote against it, Dr. W. 
A. Shelton, of the school of divinity, 
of Emory university, told a large au- 
dience at the Mulberry Street Meth- 
odist church today. 

The speaker related the proposed 
plan by which the two branches of 
Methodism will be made one, and 
told point by point of the proposal 
and argued that it is the only feasible 
one that has been presented. Making 
the presumption that all hearers were 
for unification, but were only divided 
on the plan, Dr, Shelton made no at- 
tempt to stir them by oratory or by 
attacks on the opponents of the plan. 
Rather, he took each subject that has 
been objected to and gave his in- 
terpretation of the point, presenting 
his view of what the results would 
be if the plan were followed according 
to the way it is proposed, 

Negroes Barred From Emory. 

He said that the negro question did 
not enter into the discussion at all, 
and that those who fear that Emory 
university and the Southern Methoda- 
ist college might hecome property of 
the north, to which negro students 


‘might he sent, could rest easy. “Prop- 
erty rights are to be regarded,”

consent of all concerned; and remem- 
| ber, the southern division would have

“Kor a number of years,” he said, 
“T have been urged by friends, whose 
opinion I value, to quit my work as 
pastor and to devote my time to teach- 
ing students for the ministry. 

“IT have carefully considered the 
reasons they have advanced for this 
change, but when I was called to 
Sewanee on previous occasions I al- 
wavs felt like I imagine a general

“Times have changed, however, and 
conditions today are somewhat dif- 
ferent. I do not fel that I am strong 
enough to continue to- perform the 
amount of work I have done in the 
pastor for my church and in other 
lines of activity. 

“I think the time has come when 
T should devote the rest of my years 
to teaching others, JI believe this 
course will prove better for me, bet- 
ter for the church, and best for all 
interests sinvolved.” 

Resigns Wednesday. 

Dr. Wilmer stated Sunday night 
that his resignation would be pre- 
sented formally to the vestry at a 
meeting Wednesday night> He ex- 
pects to conclude his 24 years connec- 
tion with the local church September 
15, and take up his duties at Sewanee 
about the beginning of the college 
year, 

Sentiment strongly influenced Dr. 
in making the change since 
the position he will assume wae held 
for several years by his father, the 
late Dr: George T. Wilmer. 

Popular in Atlanta, 

Dr. Wilmer is one of the best known 
ministers in the south and is very 
popular in Atlanta. St. Luke’s church 
has increased largely in influence and 
membership during his service. In 
addition to his church duties, Dr. Wil- 
mer is chairman of the social service 
committee of the Atlanta diocese, and 
has been a delegate to the general 
convention of the Episcopal - church 
since 1907. For years he was chair- 
man of the standing committee of the 
Atlanta diocese. 

Dr. Wilmer has been active in civic 
and public affairs, and has manifest- 
ed deep interest in good relations be- 
tween the white and colored races, 

At one time he was chaplain of 
the Fifth regiment of the Georgia 
rational guard, and is now ranked 
as a retired chaplain. In 1919 he 
spent several months in France as a 
special lecturer for the Y. M. C. A. 
with the American’ expeditionary 
forcea, 

Dr. Wilmer was born in Williams- 
burg. Va., on June 2, 1859. He re- 
ecived his bachelor of arts degree at 
William and Mary college in “IST5, 
and was graduated from the theolog- 
ical department of Kenyon college in 
1883. The University of the Sonth 
conferred the degree of doetor of 
d'vinity upon him in 1906. His first 
church service was as_ rector of 
Grace church in Ocala, Fla., from 
T1884 to’ 1889. He was rector of the 
Chureh of the Resurrection in Fern- 
hank, Ohio, from 1889 to 1891, and 
then hecame superintendent of the 
eolored arphan asylum at Lynchburg, 
Va... where he served until 1898. In 
1892 and 1895 he also served as rector 
of the Church of the Epiphany in 
Lynchburg. 

From Lynchbure Dr. Wilmer went 
‘eo the Chirrch of the Nativity, in Cin- 
einnati, in 1898. and remained there 
until Sentember 1. 1900. when he came 
ta St, Tnke’s church in Atlanta. 

Dr. Wilmer is a charter member

Refund Must Wait. 


Nash is of the opinion that this 
cannot be done, and that the refund 
would have to await action by con- 
gress. Unless a special session is call- 
ed, it will have to await the return 
of congress in December, 

This failure will not endanger the 
cut this year as far as other taxpay- 
ers are concerned, Nash explained. 
They can reduce their payments ac- 
cording td the law, 

Because of ‘this tangle and others, 
officials regard an extra session as 
necessary. Outside of the tax com- 
plication, there are numbers of other

Plank on Mexico. 

A plank on Mexico probably will 
point to the restoration of diplomatic 
relations and the negotiation of the 
conventions by which long standing 
claims against Mexico are to be set- 
Hed as one of the achievements of 
the Harding-Coolidge administration 
of foreign affairs. Mr. Warren before 
becoming ambassador to Mexico was 
head of the commission which nege- 
tiated those agreements and the plat- 
form committee is expected to lean 
on him for the Mexican plang. 

Other planks, as previousty fore- 
cast, will deal with tax reduction and 
progress in funding the debts of for- 
eign nations to the United States. 

A plank on industrial relations is 
expected to affirm the principle of 
collective bargaining and the right of 
the individual to labor. 

Klan Plank Worrisome. 

A plank which might cover the Ku 
Klux Klan issue, while probably not 
naming it, is causing a good deal of 
side discussion.: Some expression of 
opposition to class or racial organ- 
izations is being proposed. 

A wet or dry plank, if there be 
one, will not be whipped into shape 
without a good deal of discussion and 
maneuvering. Both wet and dry 
planks will be submitted ‘to the plat-

Urge Navy Plank. 

Platform declarations in favor of 
maintaining a full treaty atrength 
navy and against any further reduc- 
tions in strength of the regular army 
are understood to be for proposal to 
the resolutions committee. The pro- 
posed plank would deal with national 
defense and is understood to have the 
epproval of Assistant Secretary Roose- 
velt of the navy department, and Sen- 
ator Wadsworth, of New York, both 
of whom reached Cleveland today. 

The army provision would demand 
that the military policy laid down in 
the national defense act of 1920 he 
maintained and that more liberal ap- 
propriations be made for extension of 
civilian military training camps and 
for the officers’ reserve corps. 

The navy section of the plank is 
of unusual significance in view of the 
feilure of the cruiser bill in the last 
hours hefore adjournment of congress 
last Saturday. 

Sponsors for the plank are said to 
seek only a simple statement that if 
‘e the desire of the party that a navy 
he acquired and maintained which 
shall he up ta the limit permitted nn- 
cer the arms limitation treaty. That 
lenenage would cover all disputed 
noints, it is said, and commit the party 
to a program of rounding ont the 
present battleship fleet with all nec- 
essary auxiliary craft.

the national committee. 

Johnson Must Fight. 

Meantime, a row has developed in 
the victorious Mississippi delegation 
over the selection of a successor to 
Mulvibill. Howard is opposing E. E. 
Hlindman, of Jackson, United States 
prohibition director, for the place and 
there were indications today that the 
controversy might be taken to Wil- 
liam M. Butler, newly selected chair- 
man of the national committee, in ad- 
vance of the election by the delega- 
tion tomorrow night. 

Henry Lincoln Johnson, negro na- 
tional committeeman from Georgia. 
will be called upon again to defend 
the seats of his delegation against the 
contest brought -by delegates headed 
by L. H. Crawford. ef Dalton, Ga. 
Johnson won his fight before the na-

MUSSOLIN WINS, 3-1, 
VOTE OF CONFIDENCE 


tome, June 8.—After a fortnight of 
discussion, punctuated by numerous 
fisticuffs and challenges to duels, the 
chamber of deputies Saturday voted 
support of the policies of the Mus- 
solini government by a majority of 
over 250. 

By a vote of 361 to 107, the cham- 
ber adopted a resolution expressing 
the approval of the speech from the 
throne, -and full confidence in the 
work accomplished by the government 
of Premier Mussolini and in the pro- 
cram for the future set forth by the 
premier, 

Premier Mussolini in an address 
emphasized: his intention to work le- 
gally with the assistance of the cham- 
ber and to avoid entirely recourse to 
royal decrees, on the condition that 
the opposition allow the majority to 
legislate. 


Won at Polls. 

He said that the deputies favorable 
to the government described the Ital- 
ian situation as a bed of roses, while 
those against it characterized it as 
Dante’s “Inferno.” He believed the 
truth could be found between these 
two extremes. He pointed out that 
the opposition had insisted on a gen- 
election and that the majority 
had received 5,000,000 votes, or 1,- 
000,000 more than was necessary. 

The most significant aspect of the 
premier’s address was his defense of 
the fascisti militia, which he described 
as admirable and stupendous in refer- 
ring to militiamen’s heroism in Trip- 
oli, their dynastic loyalty and their 
usefulness in order that the army 
might be dedicated entirely to the task 
of preparing for war. 

“We will never dissolve the mili- 
tia,” Premier Mussolini declared, 
pounding his desk with his fist while 
the majority applauded frantcially. 
Reading articles from socialist and 
communist papers, the premier denied 
the charge that Italy was not enjoying 
full liberty. 

After recapitulating the exploits of 
the fascisti, includnig the march on 
Rome, the premier cried: 

“I have not made a coup d'etat. I 
have made a conp de tete.” 

At the end of his address, he was 
greeted by an enthusiastic ovation 


from the benches of the majority;
